Wt> will make 
yet two or three remark i on the Bank 
Returni, though we may .eeui rather to 
indulge in an hiilhrarticai amuiemrnl 
than to brotnote prarlttal purfjoMi. It 
doe* to (wppcD, however, that the Bank 
it a< em nits of thu colony afford, on i 
ituall but not therefore itiact urate nr tti- 
coniprrhrniiTr acalr, thr means of letting 
and meajurlng many of the coram un 
«pmion< ud cuMrdet] quriliom rrlalivr 
to monetary and banking, affajn. Of 
their, none ii more controverted than the 
Currency, or Circulation, During a de- 
preaacd, itagnanl, and dimrdered itale of 
trade, or or confidence and credit, the 
circulating medium ii hoarded up by 
individual*, and withheld by the Hank*, 
and lhe iti-eum* of payment, are iqler- 
ruplrf or dried up. Individual! an un 
willing to pay even their juM ilehti until 
(hry are prcaird, fearful thai they tttcy 
be charged with wrnri uiiexpeeied claim— 
a* fur example, a returned rDdomement — 
ur Ic.rt they may Ire unable to recover Ihr 
usual proportion of their own book -credit i 
nctcisary fur carrying On their buiinrH. 
L'nder these apprehrnitont they put a 
iii]iper on the actual circulation, whether 
it coniiit of specie or of bank-iioten. But 
the quantity uf .pecie or tif note* is not 
thfrrby diminiihed. It is [wrhaps effer- 
tiully Hopped, yet not at all lent back 
into the Bank*. The Bank Relurn* may 
(till ihow a* large ■ cirrulatiun aa ever . 
nay, lhe lame anpreheniion* un lhe part 
of individual* of being charged with re- 
turned endowment*, or of being limiied 
in what Ihey conaidrr their fair c la i mi to 
diacount*. may induce a w ithdrawal of 
the floating depoaita ftom the Bank*, and 
Iherebv actually increaae their notei put 
out, while in reality lhe public are suffer - 
irig under a contracted circulation. With 
u* it may he thai lhe amount uf note! 
iiatted i. a fair index, in ordinary circum- 
stance*, of the activity and confidence of 
trade ; but it ii nut so in countries where 
gold and ailver usually form a principal 
part of the medium. But our Banks can. 
nut increue the circulation voluntarily, 
except through the means of discounts, 
which cannot safely be increased unlit 
thr causes which hare induced them lo 
contract or not enlarge them be removed 
—until, in short, good security, or at 
least legitimate occupation, for their 
money be presented, and thereby confi- 
dence tnipired. Let the Bank* increaae 
their discounts, prudently or imprudently, 
it doe* in >t follow (though probably it 
temporarily would) that the like confi- 
dence is inspired throughout (he rum- 
m ii n it y Nay, undoubtedly, if they be> 
came injudiciously liberal, the derange- 
ment wuu Id ere long become more on- 
manageable, and the boarding propensity 
become atrongrr from renewed apprehen- 
sions. Any Mlemu( to rtlieve the cramp 
in the currency, whether by Banks or 
legislatures, will prove abortive, unlet* 
directed to bringing into light good iecu- 
r it in and legitimate occupation. 

There is certainly in these returns no 
uniform proportion preserved between the 
notes in circulation and the discounts, 
miking due allowance for this same 
awkward million before alluded to, of dead 
debt int.! tided in the latter ; nor between 
lhe circulation and the depusits inversely 
or directly — nor between lhe circulation 
and the coin, or anything rlar. The cir- 
culation mutt therefore be considered 
limply a* indicating the quantity and 
activity of transactions, thr balances oi' 
which it is employed to aettle. It has 

thus much, however, uf relation to the 
coin, depoiita,and discounts, tfhat its in- 
crease simultaneously with an increase of 
the former two, and with the decrease of 
the latter, ia proof the more nn4uesliuoable 
that business has returned to a sound and 
thriving condition. 

We cannot leave off this jitrt of uur 
subject without remarking the ambiguity 
of the expression, bill* in circulation. Ihc 
term " bills" may signify either draft* or 
acceptances, and the term " in circulation" 
may mean either species of cirruhuinn 
within the field of the colony, or it may 
include (he English connexion. But ac- 
ceptances of Knglish Bills circulating 
within the colony are quite of a contrary 
character tu drafts granted on England, 
which are more ur lei* directly mnittrd 
thither fur presentation. When a brink 
grants its drafts un Kn gland, il of course 
receives an augmentation in coin or in 
discounted bills, oi which ia (he same 
thing, a reduction of deposits, and there - 
fore such drafts funn with propriety an 
item in the liabiliiiet, Bnl when lhe 
tank accepts the drafts of its foreign cur- 
rrspindrnl, there is no countervailing 
| doi iieil ic transaction that takes place, at 
■ the tune, and therefore if the acceptances 
I be added tothe bills in circulation, nnlesss 
| like amount is entered against that 
; ciirresj.indeut, so a* tu increase Lhe assets, 
lhe " Statrnrem" ii erroneous, Again, 
1 the case will be different with a Branch 
Hank draw ing nn.or accepting to, it* own 
| managing department at head quarters, 
and an independent Mauk doing the like 
act* in regard to an independent ageut. 
The draft* of the former are the whole 
Hank's liabil itiew , those c/fthelattertubill* 
recerwafale only. In the case of the former 
it is not required lo ihuw (lie atiouut be- 
tween the Head and it* Branch, in the 
Utter rase the Returns cannot be perfected 
i withuul containing the true balance be- 
tween thr two mutual agents. We thou Id 
[ not have made thcue remarks for we do 
[ not look upon the above acceptances as 
! true circulation, in respect that they really 
do nut circulate, but that ne think (he 
actual existence uf the inaccuracy is per- 
ceptible in Ihr Chin men ;i\ Bank's average. 
Thu* r or the quarter ending J 1st Decem- 
ber, I Bit, [heir Bills in Circulation are 
stated al £x8,llf>, while in (he quarter 
ending 3 1st March, Ibli. they appear to 
lie only f I :),J71* , and the reduction is ac- 
companied by an equal reduction in the 
coin. The latter might be orcaiioned 
either by paying (beir Kngliih correspon- 
dents' drafts to that amount over the 
counter here, or by shipping coin tu 
Kngland to raise a credit against their 
own drafts granted or intended lo Ik 
granted un their Knglish agent. Or it 
may be wholly unconnected with Kngland, 
and refer lo New /-extend, India, or some 
other externa) connexion, Pur public 
purjnnet il is desirable to know whether 
it has been reatlv an export of coin , and 
unless a more specific title be given lo t he 
two cla*ee* of bill., which may come at 



present otrdet the designation of bills in 
circulation, we cannot judge whether the 
transaction i* domestic or external, 

We the rather advert lo (his, because it 
appears likewise that during the two last 
qusrlers the aiarls of the Commercial Bank 
fall short or their liabilities lo the public 
and shareholders, which teems awkward. 
Il may be accounted for by supposing the 
entries against (he drawers of the bills lo 
be made from a periodical letter of advice, 
or account current, instead of being done 
upon acceptance of the bills. 

To prevent our being mistaken, we may 
say that we have no doubt, though we 
do not positively know, that (he bill* in 
circulation are all acceptance* on bills 
payable to dome*uc holders. But having 
teen that the consciences of Bank officers 
have been ere now accommodating enough 
to count l.O.LYs as coin, and to deduct 
o verdraftt of accounts from the deposits, in- 
stead of adding them to the discount a and 
other debts, we are unwilling to yield any 
opportunity of deception which an ambi- 
guou* term may afford, Lett it should 
be thought that we hive attached to this 
column of figure! an undeserved degree of 
importance, be it remembered thai it is 
the only one which seems intended lu 
denote tfirtt/ly the state of our external 
monetary relations. Any information 
respecting these which we can glem from 
the other columns of lhe returns is merely 
inferential. So highly do we regard Ihi* 
end, that we much de»ire to see the opera- 
tion* of fureign exchanges more clearly 
brought out, distinguishing between Ihr 
draft* receivable and the acceptances pay- 
able. The object, too, for which these 
Bank returns were devised, would be better 
served— the security nf the public. 

The impulse which has been communi- 
cated to the circulation, or rather lo trans- 
actions, is likely, in consequence of the 
scarcity of suitable descriptions uf many 
imported commodities, and the customary 
changes in clothing, firing, and other par- 
ticular* of expense, at the approach of 
winter, to continue for some lime, to the 
benefit al shopkeeper* and town traders. 
As pasturage has been abundant, and 
favourable tu the fattening of sheep and 
cattle, are may presume on a considerable 
culling from the flocks and herds during 
the coo] and otherwise unoccupied months. 
It is therefore probable that the energies 
of the colony will be kept in wholesome 
exercise, with perhaps a slight flagging in 
the third quarter, until the return of the 
shearing season. On this prospect we con- 
gratiihtte our read era, a ud exhort Ihem lu 
diligence, hupe. and moderation.

On the part of the plaintiff thv principal wit- 
ness vu Mr. Abraham Polach, the auctioneer, 
whit had acted in thi* matter a* the agent of 
the plaintiff The ttalemunt of this wit lies* 
wsslo the enVt-iih.it, having tin the turtut Mr. 
Holme* cximined iht< pro, erty proposed tu be 

t s*«yi, end found that it Wa* aulBcionl, 

being in hi* opinion worth about £1100 or £70J, 
he went wilh Mr. Holmea and other* lo the 
defendant's ulTlce, where instructions were 
given to Mr. TJailry, who w»a then Mr. 
Smith's managing clerk, for the preparanqn of 
the mortgage ; tha properly being described si 
sen acre* of land at waverler, upon which Mr. 
Joaepbann had aeeeurttyof £3*0, i t.o tltheugh 
the mortgage wax Tor i'GOO, still being between 
three ueranns, tlimphetr* share of the debt wss 
only £2I>0). At a ■ubatoucnt ineuling of the 
parties, which wa* held it Victoria House, 
these instructions were ropestcd, and wste 
taken down by Mr. Bailey in writing ; but 
owing to the remoteneas of the transaction, 
which took place in IBM, neither Me Potick 
nor (he eeOund witness, (a Me. Means,) who 

waa called to com hi* testimony, nould 

reeollect with distinctness whal hsd passed, 
nor could they say whether Mr llaiky had or 
had not said anything about the propriety of 
havi ng ahsuwcia of title to prepare the mortgage 
from, lty other evidence, ii waa shown ihat 
the extent of the land described in thu umcl- 
gi|je s>ib«quenlly drawn by lha defendant, 
was only two acres three rtidl and thirteen 
perche*, and tbal it* situation wa* at Paililing- 
ton, nearly two Inhes from VVaverUy— it. value 
at this tiuiu being auoul £10111), sltliough lhe 
mm secured upon it by motlgage waa £21100 
and upward*. Il wss ulso shown that Mr. 
(JampbeU became insolvent in August, 1M 3, 
and that hia estate had since paid a dividenl uf 
fnuipenct: in the gieuud. 

On the part of lhe defendant, i I wa* con. 
tended by Mr. Windeyer, that even supposing 
an error lo have arisen on the part of the 
attorney, the plaintiff would nol have a sub. 
atanti.l claim ol the nstuiu now sought lo beset 
up, unless be could show that by that trroi he 
had sun sine d actual loss, Muw, what Mr. 
Holmes wiuiihi to liavc conveyed lo hint was 
an equity or redsmption, and in order to gain 
any advantage fromthi*. he mu-t haveceiorled 
to a court of cijufly, in which c.ise the auraiiur 
claim uf Mr. Joscfdisnn wotihl have \ i-.-eei.i- ..L 
him from reenvcritig anything t fur hnvinn a 
Mortgage upon one piece of hud which wu not 
of sufficient value to meet the amount secured 
upon it, lie would have a clear equitable light 
to fall upon the second piece oi land, to make 
ur the di'hciencie* o[ Lhe ttrst- As it wa* clear, 
from the evidence which had already tietm given, 
that both the piece* of laud would ntn menl lhe 
claims of Me. Joscphaon, it waa obvious that 
Mr, Holmes wa* in no worse position than he 
would have been ia if be had got lhe land lirsl 
apukenof. The learned gentle turn ilien pro- 
ceeded 10 detail the facts upon whieh he relied 
as showing thst lhe error complsiued hid 
uiigmateri, iiiit from any negligent* on tlioi art 
of the defeodsnt, or nf Mr, llailey, but fium 
derleiency ia tht inilroetions. 

Mr. Haiti y was tltt n called, and sin d fhaj 
at the meeting which »u held at Victoria 
Itoior, Lolhrarlii-s refused to goto lhe expense 
of abstract* ID order to facilitate lhe completion 
of the mortgage, although the I n convenient e 
nf proceeding without these nlislraits was 
pointed out by the wiuies*. and the luiter was 
then instructed lo gi tn Mr. Joseplison, at Mr, 
Norton'* office, and tu get the parcels from the 
memorial of a murt 6 'i!;'e held by t!to lather of 
that gentleman, Mr, Jacob Josephsun, upon 
the property.

wa* after some delay eaecuttd by Csmpbell. 
The witucps did not hear any statement aa lo 
the property being situated at VVaverley, its 
poeillon bi.'ing nametl as on the Hunth Head 
Road.

Mr. TiVianavsu briefly addressed tho Jury 
relaiiv* to the attempted contradiction of Mr. 
Bailey, contending that hi* evidence waa net 
in the atighiest degree shaken on (bia point : 
for, having no reeolieetiun whs lever of the ten 
seres having been made until the agreement 
waa produced, he waa quite warranted in at*- 
ting what tie had done. 

Mr. lo i- 1 K i : then proceeded Lo reply, urging 
Upon the Court and Jury the insulhciciicy of 
the defence which had been ait up. He was 
not desirous, he *l*ied, nf imputing niiyilung 
beyond forget fulness lo Mr. llailey ; but ilie 
whole courwr of lhe evidence went to show that 
the moat unpardonable negligence had token 
place in the jpcrfoimanie of 'tho particular duly 
which that gentleman, a* the representative, of 
the defendant, had been employed lo perform : 
fut hail the proper degree of tli I igctico beeneaer- 
ciscd, there could be no doubt thst the plaintirF 
would have been put ill possession of an ample 
security for hia money, insteadof gelling amurt- 
gage upon a properly which had before been 
too heavily ineumbered, tinder these cirnunv 
stance* the defendant was fairly and joule an- 
swerable for the consequences of hit clerk's 
mistake, Wilh regatd to the point of law, 
taken by the ether side, it was submitted by 
Mr. Foster, thst the point being one admitting 
of a great drat nf argument, il would be a 
tiling of expense if a special vr-rdict was taken, 
subject tn the opinion of Lhn full Court, 

llitlloxan, (a summing up, told lhe Jury 
that no evidence having been adduced in sup- 
port of the ntleatxliou eimlaiiied intheteeond 
count of the declaration, the issue arising upon 
that count might properly be found for the de. 
fendant ; white, for lhe same reason, the issue 
arising Irom the defendant's plea to tht* count 
must be found for the plaintiff, tViih regard 
tu the first count, however, the first point for 
(he Jury lo deta-rmine was whether there had 
or had not been such a contract between the 
parties aa waa there alleged, namely, whether 
in consideration of his retainei aa an attorney, 
the defendant had undertook to prepare a 
mortgice of the lind st Waverley. If there 
wa* such a contract, the plaintiff would be en- 
titled to a verdict upon thst issue. After this 
Came the apccial plea, which the Jury, in the 
event Df finding the esi*tenc* of a eontracl, 
would have next to consider the effect of the 
plea, being that although such a contract had 
been made between the | arties. slill lhe error 
complained of had in reality arisen from the 
defective nature of the instructions which lie 
had received [ from which rleleclive instruc- 
tions, together with the memorial at the Regis- 
try frfrice, to which he had refp'rrcd, in errnsr- 
qtience of having teeeived them, he It sd been 
wholly misled. This plea, upon which issue 
had been lakeu. gave rise to anotsut question, 
which ttie Jury would hare to determine, 
that ia tu say, whether, supposing the eon- 
tracl to have been really made, and the 
error to have been really cummilted, it had 
arisen under oircumstancea by force of which 
the defendant might be excused l they would 
have to consider, therefore, whether the de- 
fendant had, as he had alleged, used duo tiiti- 
grnce in lhe performance of the duly he had 
undertaken to fulfil, or In other words, whe. 
trier he had brought to the performance of thi* 
duty the ordinary share of diligence and 
■bility which any man might be expected to 
exercise in hi* profesiion. if the issue, as to 
lhe making of the contract and it* breach was 
found in tavour of the plaintiff, the Jury 
must give nominal damages : for a per- 
son whose contract with another had been 
broken by the latter, waa emitted to 
such damages, whether he bid sustained loss 
or not : but if they found *t*0 in fivtmr of ins 
plaintiff upon the other point, namely, thin 
there had ln:eu a wsnl of ordinary csre ON lhe 
pirt of lhe dctefittam : tin: point ol law, or 
rather of ei|Uity, taken by the teamed counsel 
for the defence, would iH-etimo a matter of con- 
sideration, the effect of that point being that, 
■a under the peculiar circuinaLauces, Mr 
Holmea had sustained no loss, he was entitled 
lo no damage*. Thai qucation, however, being 
one of diriiculty, upon which it weuld be 
rleairuhle to have a dctihiuii of ihe full 
Court, rather than of a *iugte Judge aitting 
at nisi firms, ho would suggest to the July that 
in the event of nulling for the plaintiff on this 
potnl, they should in addition to nominal 
damages, estimate the extent of loss and 
damage wliieh the pfaintiff hsd suffered, leaving 
it open Tor the defendant's noiipscl to move tor 
setslnit such verdict aside, if the full Court 
should Ik of opinion thsl the point was sus- 
tainable. The learned Jtuua also read over 
hi* notes uf the evidence, commenting ujton 
the bearing of the rarioua l itis deposed lo hy 
the witness.*. 

The Jury, aiicr having re-Lired for about half 
an hour found a verditt lor tht plaintiff upon 
the [list am) fourth, issues— damages, one 
farthing, and for the defend ml on the eocojid 
and third iasuce upon Lhe merit*, 

Court adjourned till leu o'clock thi* morning.

The kind found in Weilera 
Africi oblaini the name of the country, Sene- 
gal, which ploduces it, it itin larger maasct, 
and nf a yellowish er tmlict colour, but doea 
not icntibly differ from the Egyptian gum in It* 
chief properties- The gum exudes *p on lane ■ 
ouily iu a liquid lisle from the trunk and 
boughi of the tree, and hordem byconuct with 
the air and the heat of tlie aun ; it begun to 
flow about December, Immediately ificr ibo 
rainy season, near the flowering limn of tho 
tree! and afterward*, ia the weather becomea 
hDttrr. inciaions are made through lhe bark, to

flu- solvent power of gum-ArabU in water, 
and the adheaivc liquid which it form* when

way ; for if it be dissolved in either hot oi 
cold water, and then exposed to a geniln eva. 
p nation, the watery part* will cm off grid u- 
ally, and leave the gum in a solid altte, fit lo 
be re-iiissolveiloa before, without anyof iti pro- 
perties being changed: there are but very few 
vegetable lubataneea which resemble itin thil 
reipecl.
